The bill also provides 
th it any district which shall fail to comply 
with all the provisions of the law, shall 
forfeit its share of the income of the school 
fund. 
Among the several very excellent 
provisions of the bill Is one which reduces 
the number of the books now in use. For 
instance, where there are now six readers, 
only four will be adopted, and so on 
through the entire list. The Commission­ 
ers estimate that this one feature of th e 
prop ped law will save tho State 20 per 
c.mt. in the cost of the books. There may 
bo some 
objectionable features in the 
bill— features which may be impracticable— 
but it is so much better than the one which 
was before the Legislature ia 1877 and 
1S7S, that It will create a very favorable im 
pression. 
The old monopoly bill was 
branded with dishonor, while the new bill 
is entitled to considerable respect.

•Boys and Pistols. 
“I never could understand” the Deacon 
said, “why ahoy should carry a pistol. A 
pistol is a very peculiar fire-arm; it is 
made for a very peculiar purpose. 
It is 
quite natural for some boys to want rifles 
or shot-guns with which to kill game; but 
a pistol is intended to kill human beings, 
aud this is intended to kill human beings, 
and this is about all it is good for.fltTIiere 
are few boys in this country who could 
shoot a bird or a rabbit with a pistol, and 
aoy one who should go out hunting with a 
pistol would be laughed at. This being the 
case,why should a boy want a pistol? 
What human beings would he like to kill ? 
“Ii i« useless to say that he may need his 
pistol tor purposes ot detense. Not one boy 
in a thousand is ever placed in such a post* 
tion that he need defend himself with a 
pistol. But it often has happened that boys 
who carried loaded pistols thought that it 
would be a manly thing, under certain cir­ 
cumstances, to use them, and yet, when 
the time came and they killed somebody, 
they ooly brought down misery on them* 
selves aud their families. Aud this, too, in 
many cases where, if no one present had 
had a pistol, the affair would have passed 
o ff harmlessly, and been soon forgotten. 
“But the way in which boys generally 
tike human life with pistols is some acci­ 
dental way. They do not kill highwaymen 
and robbers, but they kill their school 
mates, or their brothers, or their sisters, or 
in many cases, themselves. There is no 
sc h o o ls where boys are taught to properly 
baud Ie and carry loaded pistols, so they 
milady have to learn these things by long 
practice. Aud while they are learning, it is 
very likely that some one will be shot. I 
stw in a newspaper, not long ago, accounts 
ut tutee fatal accidents, all of which hap­ 
pened on the same day, from .careless use 
of fire arms. And one ol these dreadful 
mishaps was occasioned by a lad who 
carried a loaded pistol in his overcoat 
pocket, and who carelessly threw down the 
coat. 
“And then, again, a boy ought to be 
ashamed to carry a pistol, ~ especially a 
loaded one. The possession of each a 
thing is a 
proof 
that 
he 
expects 
to go among Vici ms people. 
If he goes 
into good society, and has honest, manly 
fellows tor nis companions, he will not 
need a pistol. A loaded pistol in a boy’s 
pocket is not only useless and dangerous, 
but also it almost always stamps him as a 
bad boy, or one who wishes to associate 
with bad boys and vicious men.”—“Jack- 
in-tfiC-Fulpit,” tit. tfichoiaa for February.

Lasts and boot-trees 
take 500,003 cords of birch, beech and ma­ 
ple, and the handles of tools 500,000 more. 
The baking of our bricks consumes 2,000,- 
000 cords of wood, or what would cover 
with forest about 50,009 acres of land. Tel­ 
egraph poles already up represent 800,000 
trees, aud their annual repairs consume 
300.000 more. 
The ties of oar railroads 
consume annually thirty years' growth of 
75,COO acres, and to fence all our railroads 
would cost $50,000,033, with a yearly ex­ 
penditure of $15,000,000 for repairs.

W ashington, D. C., Jan. 15,1879. 
The unusual mortality among Congress­ 
men during the past few weeks, has had a 
depressing effect upon legislation, scarcely 
nothing having been accomplisned since 
the holiday recess, except the burying of 
the dead and the observance of the custom­ 
ary formalities consequent thereon. It 
takes much more time to bury a man 
if he happens to be in Congress when he 
dies than it does otherwise. Adjournments 
out of respect to his memory, a recital of 
the great loss the Nation has sustained in 
his sudden and untimely demise, resolutions 
of sympathy and respect to his integrity 
and numerous public virtues, biographical 
speeches by his friends, and eulogies from 
his political enemies, delegations from 
both Houses to accompany the remains to 
the home of the family with liberal appro­ 
priations to defray the expenses of traveling, 
and to pay the widow an amount equal to 
what the deceased would have been enti­ 
tled to had he been permitted to serve out 
the full term for which he was elected, and 
lastly a huge monument of brown stone in 
the Congressional Cemetery, in this city. 
to attest his greatness to generations yet 
unborn. 
Ail 
these 
things 
have 
to be 
accomplished 
with 
grave 
deliberations and in accordance with im­ 
memorial custom in such cases made and 
provided. 
Already smce Congress con­ 
vened, four members, all Democrats, have 
died, while a half dozen or more other? are 
down with serious complaints. These casu­ 
alties, however much to be deplored irom 
the standpoint of a common brotherhood 
and from sympathetic and personal con­ 
siderations, have yet had a beneficial effect 
in their tendencies to solten for the time 
being the political asperities of the two 
great parties. All seem now to be working 
In peace and harmony, and some of the 
members have lately been known eyen to 
exchange the ordinary courtesies which 
pacs between acquaintances and friends ; 
an indication of flattering import atter so 
much crimination and recrimination, of 
political bigotry and parti Jan warfare, as 
we have had tor the past two or three 
years. How long these bitter tendencies 
in human nature will continue to prevail 
in Congress will probably depend largely 
upon the future mortuary record of its 
members. Should the angel of death still 
continue his visitations among thek num­ 
ber, the impeachment ct President Hayes, 
the annihilation of Secretary Sherman and 
the general overthrow of the Republican 
party will have to be left to the next Con­ 
gress to perform, while poor Sammy 
Tilden, owing to the decimation in the 
ranks of his friends iu the present Congress, 
and their consequent inability to exoner­ 
ate, him will have to endure for a while 
longer the ignomy which attaches to his 
name by reason of those tell-tale “cipher 
dispatches.'’ 
There seems to bo scarcely any. doubt 
that the Derm :rau will force an extra ses­ 
sion of the Senate immediately after the 
4th of March, la older to get control of the 
few minor offices which attach to that body.

KIDNAPPED. 


T he 
B ro th er o f H onan** 
O 'B rien 
S p ir ite d A w ny B y T w o D a rin g W o ­ 
m en. 
By Telegraph to the New York Herald. 
R a l e ig h , N. C, January 2.— About four 
months ago the subject of this article, Mr. 
P. S. O’Brien, was employed at the insane 
asylum as a carpenter, but, being very 
weakly, he was taken sick and retained at 
the asylum and cared for at the expense of 
the rotate tor some time. Afterward it was 
concluded to send him to the alms-house 
to be provided tor by the county authori­ 
ties. Learning of this abrupt decision on 
the part of those in charge of the affair 
Mr. Waters, a whole souled Irish gentle 
men, of this city, had Mr. O’Brien carried 
to his own residence, where he was assign­ 
ed the best room and provided with every 
comfort Instead of improving Mr. O’Brien 
grew weaker and more helpless, and soon 
became ss helpless as an infant. Mr. and 
Mrs. Waters, however, were untiring in 
their attentions, the patient having to be 
lifted trom hts bed and waited upon as 
though he was a child. After Mr. O’Brien 
had been at Mr. Waters’ house about one 
month, he happened to pick up an illus­ 
trated New York paper, in which he saw 
the notice of the death of O’Brien, of the 
Bonanza Company of Flood & O’Brien, 
California. 
The paper alay contained 
notice of the will of O’Brien, leaving his 
immense fortune, reputed to be $6,C CD,CC 9, 
to his two sisters and their heirs. 
COMMUNICATING WITH HIS SHIER 
Knowing the deceased to be her broth­ 
er, Mr. P. S. O’Brien at once wrote to his 
sister in California, telling ber that he was 
alive, knowing that they thought him dead. 
The sister, in order to prove beyond a 
doubt that this was the musing brother, 
sent a Uwyer to investigate the matter. 
This having been done, and all the parties 
satisfied of his identity, she, knowing by 
this time his Impoverished condition, phys 
cal.’y and financially, sent him funds 
through Father White, whom she had em- 
jloyed as her brother's guardian, and told 
him to suffer for nothing that he desired for 
comfort and ease; that she woald furnish 
him lunds for all purposes. 
Regular correspondence now having been 
opened up between sister and brother, all 
the circumstances connected with his 
brother’s death, fortune, and will was made 
LQOwntohim; but since Mr. P. S. O’Brien 
had only one heir, a daughter, and that she 
was amply provided for by one of the sis­ 
ters, and as Mr. O'Brien's wife was dead 
and he almost dead with consumption, he 
cared nothing about the immense fortune 
left to his sisters, as he was provided with 
everything he desired that money contd 
p rocure. 
URGED TO BREAK BONANZA O’BRIEN'S WILL. 
A Mr. Smith, a lawyer of New York, 
learning through a California lawyer of 
tue whereabouts of this missing brother, 
wrote him advising him to break the will 
and claim his portion—$2,CCD.COD—rf the 
estate. Mr. O’Brien at first refuged to do 
this, but through Smith’s continued solici­ 
tation finally consent, d, but even postpon 
cd from time to time the signing of the 
necessary documents. On the 14th of last 
November Mr. Smith paid Mr. O’Brien a 
brief yisit to entreat him in person to si 
the paper breaking his brother’s will, 
retnsed, saying it we* time enough yet, and 
that he did not care to break the will. At 
this Smith, it i9 alleged, became indignant, 
and, atter staying one day and night with 
Mr. O'Brien at Mr. Waters’ residence, left 
tor New York. Before leaving Raleigh, 
however, Smith had an interview with 
Mr. Waters' telling him that a lawyer from 
California would be in New York to meet 
him in regard to this matter: that he 
should have Mr. O’Brien there by Dec. 15 
at all hazards, and asked Mr. Waters ii be 
would take him there if he (Smith) woald 
send him a palace car and $200 to defray 
his expenses there and back. 
ARRIVAL OF TWO FEMALE VISITORS. 
Mr. Waters consented to do so, expecting 
to hear from Smith by each mail, but to 
his astonishment instead of the looked for 
letter and the $200, about ten days after 
Smith’s departure, two ladies presented 
themselves at Mr. Waten’ door as “Mrs. 
and Miss O’Brien.” Mr. Waters met them 
in the hall, and after bidding them good 
morning, the eldest one 
remarked to 
him:— 
“Is this Mr. O’Brien?” 
“No, madam,” lie replied; “I wish to God 
I was. 
“Oh,” said she, “you look so much like 
him I thought it must be he.” 
Mr. Waters weighs 225 pounds, while 


write, and told Mr. Waters that he should 
also write Father White, but to the present 
date not a syllable has been heard of their 
whereabouts. People here are greatly 
puzzled as the object of taking O’Brien 
away. It is the opinion of those acquainted 
with the circumstances that Mr. O’Brien 
is in bad hands, and there is no hesitancy 
in saying the object was to secure P. S. 
O’Brien's signature, as that is tho only 
signature by which the $2,OOO,OOO coming 
to him can eyer be secured. The mdifier* 
ence of the women do not accord with the 
actions of a wife and daughter; their sudden 
appearance and departure, es well as 
that while bere they did not want to 
be known, is a queer chapter in the his 
tory. 
It is alleged that Mr. O’Brien has been 
kidnapped by the women, and forced to 
sign papers setting aside the will of his 
brother, and that his part of the estate 
will be nsed by the snarpers, who, no 
doubt, had the whole thing mapped out 
before O’Brien ever dreamed of seeing 
his dead wife. 


A HISTORICAL VIOLIN. 


R o w O le B a ll O btained a L ong-C ov­ 
e te d P rise. 
From a Berlin Letter. 
Caspar da Salo, the only violln-maker 
who can be called the equal of Joseph 
Gandenons, lived and worked at the com­ 
mencement of the sixteenth century. He 
had made a violin with so much care, and 
was himself so pleased with his work, that 
he desired Benvenuto Cellini to corve the 
neck. The head of the instrument is 
formed by a lovely cherub’s Clee, which is 
supported 
by a smaller head 
and 
bast 
of 
a 
maiden, 
the 
features being of exquisite workmanship. 
The rest of the neck is most beautifully cut 
and gilded, and the colors are clear and 
bright, though they are now over 300 years 
old, as the instrument was made in 1532. 
The woe J from which Gaspar da Sa) 
chose his material grew on the moue ta ii s 
atween Brescia and Verona, where it was 
so finely developed by the ever. tempera­ 
ture prevailing there that the veins of the 
wood 
are exactly an even 
distance 
apart. The mountains near Brescia are 
entirely denuded of trees. It is impossible 
to find such wood elsewhere, and the in­ 
struments of this master are unique rn this 
respect aod cannot be Imitated. 
Cardinal 
Adebrandini bought Gasper de Salo’s and 
Kenyeouto Cellini's violin for 3,C09 ducats, 
and presented it to the Treasury lonspruck, 
from which it got its name of the “Treas­ 
ury violin,” which it bae ainee retained. 
When Inospruck was invaded by the 
rench in 1809, it came into possession of 
soldier who gave It over to Rhsczek for 
the insignificant sum of 400 guidon. 
In 1839 Ole Bull visited Rbaczek saw 
the violin, and bid all ho possessed for the 
instrument, offering as well tht proceeds 
of the concerts he was then giving in Vi­ 
enna. “Give me the fourth of Vienna, and 
then we will see,” was Rhaczek’s reply. 
Bat he promised the artist if he ever part­ 
ed with it, he should have the preference. 
Two years later, In Leipsic, Liszt and 
Mendelssohn were dining with Ole Bull, 
and while they sat at a table the servant 
brought in an envelope bearing a great 
sea), which the host pat one side. 
“Open your letter,” cried Liszt, 'it ha9 a 
large seal|and may be important. “It proved 
to be from the son of Rhaczek, and impart­ 
ed the news of his father’s death, and that 
“a 
clause 
of 
his will 
directed 
that the 
Treasury 
violin 
should 
be sent to Ole Ball.” The delighted artist 
told the good news to his friends. “What 
a wonderful violin it must be to cost so 
much money,” 'said Mendelssohn. “We 
must play the Kretazer Sonata together 
the first time you use it in public.” When 
tbe instrument came, it was found that 
there was no bar in it, and it had, there­ 
fore, never been played upon. As soon as 
possible it was put in order, and as Men­ 
delssohn had suggested, it was consecrated 
to art by tbe playing of Beethoven’s “So- 
nata.” Its tone was foand to be worthy of 
its great beauty. Ole Ball played upon 
this violin a few evenings since at the poet 
Longfellow’s house at Cambridge.

A 
box of cigars, so put up that its contents 
cannot be readily examined without de­ 
stroying the reyenue stamp, can only be 
sent in the mails at letter rates. When 
circulars are sealed up with postage stamps 
they are subject to letter rates. On all 
printed matter which is so marked as to 
convey any other or further information 
than is conveyed by the original print 
except the correction of mere typographical 
errors, the rate is three cents for each halt 
ounce or fraction thereof. A letter depos­ 
ited in a postoffice, no matter to whom 
addressed, prepaid with one full or letter 
rate (three cents), by stamps affixed, no 
matter how much it may weigh, must be 
forwarded to destination, the same being 
first rated up with amount due, to be col­ 
lected on delivery.
